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Homeowners struggle in 


REPOSSESSION action has been 
taken against more than 750 house¬ 
holders in Harlow already this year. 

And according to new figures published 
this week, the number of such actions is on 
the rise. 

During the course of just nine months, landlords 
and mortgage lenders began possession proceedings 
and orders on 761 properties in the town. 

Comparative figures indicate even more action 
was expected to have been taken during the last two 
months. 

The situation has been branded “tragic” by the 
town’s Conservative prospective Parliamentary can¬ 
didate Robert Halfon, who said the rise is proof that 
the hardworking people of Harlow are struggling to 
cope amid the economic downturn and Government 
taxes.

The bleak news comes just a week after the num¬ 
ber of those out of work in the town was shown to 
have hit 1,643 last month. 

“The Government has drowned us in debt,” said 
Mr Halfon. “I fear it is only going to get worse in the 
coming months.” 

The Ministry of Justice figures show that 
between January and September, the amount of 
mortgage possession claims issued against residents 
in the town was 384 - a five per cent increase on the 
same period last year. 

Landlord possession claims issued during the 
same period stood at 377 - a nine per cent rise on 
last year. 

However, the rate for both orders slowed between 


June and September with, respectively, two per cent 
and nine per cent fewer homes highlighted as being 
under threat compared to the same time last year. 

The figures are almost in line with those of 
Basildon, whose residents were issued with more 
than 1,000 possession claims in the first three-quar¬ 
ters of 2008. 

Harlow MP Bill Rammell said the statistics rep¬ 
resent mixed news for the town and reflect the cur¬ 
rent global economic downturn the country is expe¬ 
riencing. 

“For those families in need, I absolutely appreci¬ 
ate the gravity of the situation,” he said. “I have 
pressed the Government to act and the Government 
has agreed a range of measures, including stopping 
mortgage lenders from repossessing in the first 
three months of arrears. 

“This is a welcome step and I will continue to 
press the Government to ensure that it continues to 
do everything it can to help families in difficulty.”

A MURDER trial has heard how a 
former circus worker was repeat¬ 
edly stabbed during a frenzied 
attack in Harlow and his dead 
body bundled into the boot of a car 
and “calmly” driven to be dumped 
by a roadside. 

Hungarian Zoltan Keszey (29), of 
Risdens, Harlow, was stabbed 31 times 
to various parts of his body, suffering 
lung and stomach injuries as well as 
defensive cuts to the arms and legs as he 
tried to ward off the attack, which hap¬ 
pened in St Andrews Meadow on April 
2 this year, jurors were told. 

Warehouse worker Roland Balasko (27), 
of St Andrew’s Meadow, Harlow, had even 
stabbed him so hard in the neck that one of 
Mr Keszey’s teeth had been forced out, it 
was alleged. 

The accusations were made at 
Chelmsford Crown Court on Friday at the 
beginning of Mr Balasko’s trial, which is 
expected to last two weeks. 

John Caudle, prosecuting, told the hearing 
neighbours in the quiet area where the attack 
took place were woken at about 12.30am 
and watched amid Mr Keszey’s cries for 
help as the attack moved into their street 
after starting more than 50 yards away at the 
exit of a nearby churchyard. 

He said Balasko’s bloodstained Seat 
Toledo was eventually discovered in Watford 
- near to where he had previously lived - 
before he gave himself up to police. 


Mr Balasko, who denies murder, claims 
he had only stabbed Mr Keszey once in the 
neck in self-defence and that eye-witness 
claims were part of an anti-Eastern 
European bias. 

However, the court was told evidence 
showed Balasko was a heavy gambler and 
large sums of money had changed hands 
between him and Mr Keszey. 

Mr Caudle said witnesses to the stabbing 
made 999 calls to police and told of fight¬ 
ing, with one of the two men “repeatedly 
stabbing the other one who was lying on the 
ground.” They claimed the man on the 
ground was then put into the boot of a car 
and driven off. 

When interviewed, Balasko said the two 
of them had been drinking in Harlow and 
that Mr Keszey produced a knife and 
attacked him as they came through the 
churchyard. 

He claimed that as they struggled, the 
knife “suddenly appeared in his hand” and it 
was then that he stabbed Mr Keszey once in 
the neck. 

He said Mr Keszey had got up, ran 
towards Balasko’s home and tripped, falling 
into a wall. When a neighbour came out he 
had panicked, got his car keys, put the other 
man’s body into the boot of his car drove off. 

Mr Keszey had worked in circuses after 
coming to this country and had also later 
obtained a HGV licence. 

His body was found by a passing motorist 
at Radlett, where he had also lived. The car 
was discovered in Watford. 

The hearing continues.

Tenant consultation's 
effectively an illusion 

SIR, With reference to Jane Steer’s letter 
about changes to tenancies ( Letters , 
November 13), in 2003 the Tenancy 
Agreement consisted of two pages of A4. 

It is now 19 pages long, so where did she 
get the one change from? 

She states the council consulted with 
tenants over this. There has been no 
consultation since 2003 when the council 
pulled out of its partnership with residents 
and refused to operate the Participation 
Compact that it had signed and agreed. 

Mr Justice Sullivan ruled in the High 
Court that the Government’s consultation 
process was seriously flawed and 
procedurally unfair. He said something has 
gone clearly and radically wrong with the 


consultation exercise, which was wholly 
insufficient for them {the people ) to make 
an intelligent response. He labelled the 
process as unlawful. On this basis, we have 
not had consultation in the town since 
1997. 

Harlow Council’s flagship community 
engagement event - The Tenant and 
Leaseholders Conference - was attended 
by 31 residents out of an estimated 35,000 
council tenants living in 10,000 council 
houses and 6,000 leaseholders living in 
2,000 leaseholder properties. Who invited 
the guest speakers? Who set the agenda? 
Harlow Council is having problems with 
concepts like consultation, participation, 
accountability, representation, 
communication, democracy, partnership 
working, value for money and efficiency. 

Is it any wonder that residents have no 
faith in it?

fraction even if the whole of the UK 
and Europe followed suit.

Centre plan fear 
for green wedge 


A STATE-of-the-art health centre 
is poised to be created in one of 
Harlow’s protected green wedges 
in a move critics fear could set a 
dangerous precedent. 

Harlow Council’s planning committee 
has granted outline permission to allow 
Lister House medical centre to be relo¬ 
cated to land near Abercrombie Way, 
with a 62 -space car park, indoor sports 
facilities and a games area. 

The multi-million pound project would see 
services including a dentist, pharmacy and 
opticians provided in the new building on 
land currently home to the Ambercrombie 
Playcentre, tennis courts and a small motor¬ 
cycle club hut. 

But the plan, which now has to go to 
regional planning chiefs for ratification, has 
not been welcomed by all parties. 

Speaking at Tuesday’s meeting, Harlow 
Civic Society vice-chairman John Curry 
urged councillors to refuse permission, argu-

ing the proposal contravenes the town’s 
Adopted Replacement Harlow Local Plan 
which sets out to protect green wedges. 

“It is apparent to us that the prime reason 
for wishing to relocate Lister House is to free 
up land for housing and not because the 
existing building could not be extended and 
enhanced on its current site,” he added. 

“If the proposals are taken forward in their 
current form ... the further deterioration of 
another area of Harlow will continue in the 
dysfunctional manner that is all too familiar.” 

Councillor Jean Clark (Labour) agreed the 
green wedge should be off-limits, warning 
the application by Harlow Health Centres 
Trust Ltd would “set a dangerous precedent”. 

But the move was passed by seven votes to 
one after members heard from the applicant 
as well as West Essex PCT and GP Dr 
Muskesh Rajani, who said the services on 


offer at the new site would be a huge benefit 
to the residents of Staple Tye and that the 
building in its current form and location is 
not up to scratch, both in condition and size, 
to cope with the 17,300 patients it currently 
serves and the 20,000 it expects in the future. 

It was also said its current site off 
Southern Way does not offer enough space to 
expand. 

Chairman Mike Garnett (Conservative) 
said the proposal would only see a further 
one per cent of the green wedge lost. 

Harlow Health Centre’s Trust, which has 
built five health centres in the town and is 
funding the estimated £4.5m project, will 
hear in 28 days if the application has been 
approved by Government body Go East. 

If rejected, the plan will go to the Secretary 
of State for a decision. If approved, a total of 
17 conditions will have to be met before the 
plans can be realised, including provision of 
a road safety scheme in Abercrombie Way 
and Penlow Road and pedestrian crossing 
facilities.

A WEEK in politics, so 
one former Labour 
Prime Minister once 
famously said, is a long 
time. And judging by this 
latest Nostalgia gem, 50 or 
so years is enough time to 
rewrite an entire rulebook. 


There is currently a well- 
supported campaign to prevent 
developers building thousands 
of new homes on land to the 
north of Harlow. But some 50 
or so years ago Harlow Urban 
District Council was itself 
campaigning to keep the area 
now known as Harlow North 


firmly off the planners’ radar. 
Fast forward to today and Harlow 
Council is supporting possible 
development, arguing it will bring 
prosperity to the town through 
massive investment. 

However, a dog-eared document 
shows that back in October 1955 
the roads and planning committee 
had agreed that the clerk of the 
council should be instructed to 
make representations to 
Hertfordshire County Council for 
the preservation of the Green Belt 
around Harlow in a bid to preserve 
the picturesque view over what was 
dubbed the ‘Hertfordshire Hills”. 
The change in stance provided 
much amusement for one Nostalgia 
contributor who wrote in to say he 
had found campaign literature 
while researching some local 
history. “How times and policies 
have changed,” he mused. 


A postscript at the time of the 
‘Keep the Harlow North Green 
Belt’ campaign refers to the 
original New Town Masterplan 
drawn up by Sir Frederick Gibberd 
which attempts to safeguard the 
view of the Hertfords hi re Hills 
from the town, following a proposal 
to transform a building into an 
engineering school. 

“The proposed buildings are larger 
and more numerous than expected,” 
it states. “The southern aspect of 
the college will present an almost 
unbroken facade when seen from 
the Town Park area and the larger 
buildings over 50ft high. 

“The proposal seems to conflict 
with the Masterplan for the New 
Town, which attempts to safeguard 
the view of the Hertfordshire Hills 
from the town and which regards 
the Town Park as an extension of 
the open space countryside to the 
north.” 


Nursing memories of cuts protest 



T IME to step back a 
few weeks and revisit 
a Nostalgia article in 
which we asked readers 
who knew anything about 
a nursing protest held in 
Broad Walk in the 1980s 
to get in touch. 

Angela Nagle did just 
that, via our online 
Nostalgia section. She 
recalled how she and her 
nursing colleagues from 
Princess Alexandra 
Hospital were protesting 
about cuts to the health 
budget, which they feared 
would mean reduced 
local services. 

“This would be in 1986,1 
think,” she said. “I 
remember making the 
posters and talking my 
mates into giving up a 
well-earned morning lay- 
in to come and join the 
protest! 

“‘No Moore The Fool’ 
was a reference to the 
then-health secretary 
John Moore and punned 
the title of a 1980s Elke 
Brooks chart hit. 

“It’s interesting that most 
of the girls in the picture 
are still nursing and 
spread around the world, 
from New Zealand to 


Dublin to Cadiff and 
Belfast. I now work in 
east London as a nurse 
practitioner in general 
practice. Perhaps this 
protest was an example of 
commitment to the care 
of others as well as of our 
own environments? 
“Around this time, I also 
remember some of us 
getting on the Greenham 
Common bus at 
weekends with the local 
CND lot and going to 
support the women who 


camped near the base and 
held a long-term protest 
against the American 
nuclear missiles housed 
there. 

“Nostalgic? Of course. 
This reminds me of what 
it was like to care about 
policy and want to make 
your protest known, and 
reminds me that our 
much-lauded British 
democracy needs 
participation, not apathy, 
to be worth something.”

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'Booze/drug test 
is discrimination' 


MINICAB drivers have hit back at 
controversial new regulations 
which mean they will be subject to 
random drugs and alcohol tests. 

They claim the rules - which came 
into effect last week after being 
approved by Harlow Council’s environ¬ 
ment and community committee - are 
discriminatory because Hackney Carri¬ 
age drivers are currently exempt. 

They are also concerned about a potential 
loss of earnings, increased licence costs and

the extra financial burden enforcement will 
put on council coffers. 

Private hire trade spokesman Robert 
Mossop said: “This is another example of 
Harlow Council discriminating against pri¬ 
vate minicab operators. First we were banned 
from using the bus lanes and now we are 
going to be subjected to random drug tests 
that will no doubt play havoc with our work 
schedules, increase the cost of our licences 


and cause us loads of grief. 

“Obviously, we are not opposed to the idea 
of testing in principle, but why should we be 
the only branch of the trade subjected to it? 
Why couldn’t the council have introduced the 
legislation unilaterally?” 

Two drivers a month will have to take drugs 
tests to detect substances such as cocaine and 
barbiturates in urine. Breathalysers will be 
used to detect illegal levels of alcohol. 

A council spokesman insisted the authority 
is not victimising private hire drivers and said 
Hackney Carriage licence holders will soon 
be subject to the same regulations. 

’’Although there is no evidence to sug¬ 
gest that private hire drivers are likely to 
drink or take illegal drugs before driving it 
is, however, much better to have in place 
proactive measures to help discourage this 
from becoming a problem. 

“The reason we are introducing random 
alcohol testing now is to show the public 
that, with the festive season approaching, 
public safety is top of our list.”

Wayman, in The Hides, shortly before 
9.30am. 

The collision damaged the drainpipe on 
the side wall, dislodged the front steps 
and cracked brickwork. Nobody was 
injured. 

Miss Wayman (43) told the Star it was 
not the first time someone had crashed 
into her house - 12 years ago, a similar 
collision tore her front door from its 
frame. 

“I can’t believe this has happened to me 
again,” she said. “I was upstairs when the 
car hit, and when I heard the crash I just 
instinctively knew what it was. 

“It must be because we live right on the 
comer. When you see the speed some 
people drive around this estate, it’s no 
surprise that things like this happen.” 
Miss Wayman now plans to ask Essex 
County Council to install safety bollards 
on the pavement outside her home to 
prevent further accidents. 

“I asked them to put some sort of barrier 
up after the first crash, but nothing ever 
came of it,” she added. “Hopefully, the 
county council will listen to me this time 
- someone could have been killed.”

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Knife threat man is 
spared prison term 


A MAN who emerged from a fiat at Bush 
Fair brandishing a kitchen knife in each 
hand and shouting “Do you want some?” 
after a dispute over a dog fight has been 
spared a jail term. 

Judge David Turner QC instead gave Samuel 
Shanko (21) a suspended prison sentence and 
ordered him to perform unpaid work. 

The decision was taken despite the judge warning 
Shanko, of Pear Tree Mead, Harlow, that courts had 
been told even young people should go to prison for 
committing crimes, adding: “ Kn ives have become 
simply a dreadful problem in our society - I’m afraid 
every weapon used or unused is a threat to public 
safety and public order. It takes only a split second to 
stab someone.” 

But at Thursday’s hearing in Chelmsford Crown 
Court, the Spanish immigrant walked free because he 
had been praised in a probation report for having 
accepted that what he did was stupid and recognising 
the dangers of his actions. 

At the hearing, Shanko admitted having two knives 
as offensive weapons on September 26 this year. 

Mark Latham, prosecuting, said a call was made to 
police about a disturbance in Bush Fair and officers 
saw him with the knives jogging towards a group of 
people saying: “Do you want some?”. 

When interviewed, Shanko said he had been told 
about an incident concerning a dog fight in which his 
girlfriend was pushed and had almost dropped her 
child. He said he had then gone to his sister-in-law’s 
home nearby to obtain the knives. 

Sarah Steggles, in mitigation, said: “He recognises 
his actions were a huge mistake.” 

Shanko was sentenced to a four-month jail term, 
suspended for two years, and 200 hours unpaid work.

Compensation 
claim by biker 
seeking £300k 

A HARLOW motorcyclist who 
was seriously injured in an 
accident with a bus has 
launched a legal battle seeking 
compensation of more than 
£300,000. 

Raymond Leese (44) suffered 
two fractured vertebrae and 
injuries to his head and right 
knee when a bus turned across 
his path three years ago. 

Now Mr Leese, of Pittmans 
Field, is claiming damages from 
bus owners Bruce Buckingham 
and First Essex Buses after the 
accident on July 30, 2005, after 
which he spent 14 weeks in 
hospital and now suffers from a 
variety of conditions. 

He accuses the company of 
being negligent and claims the 
driver failed to keep a proper 
lookout, failed to assess road 
and traffic conditions, failed to 
anticipate vehicles and failed to 
heed an urgent signal from 
another bus driver warning him 
of Mr Leese on his motorcycle. 
The bus driver negligently drove 
into the nearside lane when it 
was unsafe, blocked his path, 
drove into the motorcycle and 
gave Mr Leese no chance of 
avoiding a collision, the writ 
claims. The driver was convicted 
of driving without due care and 
attention at Chelmsford 
Magistrates’ Court on April 6, 
2006, the writ states.

£20k costs for 
dispute losers 


A COUPLE from Old 
Harlow face crippling court 
costs of more than £20,000 
after losing a legal battle 
with their nextdoor neigh¬ 
bours over land which was 
registered as their property. 

Kate and Sandy Sharp, of 
Sheering Road, said they were 
“shocked and amazed” after 
Adjudicator Ann McAllister 
ruled their neighbours Martin 
and Sarah Stringer were the 
rightful owners of the disputed 
parcel of land - even though it is 
included on the Sharps’ title 
deeds. 

But by virtue of a complicated 
boundary agreement made in 1963 
between Mr Stringer’s father Brian - 
the previous owner of the Stringers’

house - and original landowner 
Harlow Development Corporation, 
Ms McAllister found in favour of the 
Stringers - initiators of the legal 
action - who argued the land had 
been an intrinsic part of their father’s 
garden up until the Sharps moved in 
and fenced it off. 

And although the Stringers had 
originally laid claim to the land 
through adverse possession - com¬ 
monly known as ‘squatters’ rights’ - 
the Adjudicator deemed this to be of 
secondary importance to the particu¬ 
lars of the boundary agreement, 
about which the Sharps had no prior 
knowledge. 

Mrs Sharp said: “We were just try¬ 
ing to protect something we believed 
was rightfully ours. We tried several 


times to resolve things amicably, but 
our neighbours never bothered to 
reply to our letters. 

“We’ve now been hit by a huge 
legal bill and will have to hand over 
part of our garden to a couple who 
were originally claiming squatters’ 
rights - it’s absolutely ridiculous.” 

But the Stringers’ lawyer, Gary 
Chambers, told the Star he felt the 
Adjudicator’s decision was all but 
inevitable. 

“We had two strings to our bow 
during this dispute,” he said. “The 
first was the boundary demarcation 
agreement, which clearly showed the 
land belonged to Mr Stringer’s 
father, and the second was the law of 
adverse possession, which ultimately 
was only a secondary concern.” 

Mr and Mrs Sharp plan to appeal 
against the decision, which has seen 
the land removed from their title 
deeds. 


Tributes paid to 
journalist David 



TRIBUTES have been paid to a journalist 
and Harlow resident who died aged 70. 

David Pringle, of The Briars, Harlow, 
died at Princess Alexandra Hospital last 
week from organ failure due to pneumonia. 

He leaves his wife Beryl, children 
Graham, Dena and Tanya and seven grand¬ 
children. 

Speaking about his father-in-law, Sean 
O’Callaghan said he was a private man who 
was everybody’s friend: “Even the nurses at 
PAH said he was a perfect gentleman.” 

Mr Pringle suffered from diabetes and 
had lung problems all his life, resulting in 
one of his lungs being partially removed at 
age 11. He lived most of his life in Potter 
Street before moving to The Briars. 

His career saw him work for several 
titles, starting at the former West Essex 
Gazette and going on to the Press 
Association and the Daily Mirror. 

Until two weeks before his death he was 
working at the paper where he started, now 
one of a series covering east London and 
west Essex. 

His funeral will be held at St Mary 
Magdalene Church, Harlow, at 11.30am on 
Monday, followed by cremation at Harlow 
Crematorium at 12.30pm.

FUNDRAISERS for St Clare Hospice 
are planning Harlow’s second 
Midnight Walk following the 
outstanding successs of this year’s 
event. 

So far, the walk, which was supported by the 
Harlow Star, has raised a staggering 
£104,000. 

More than 1,300 people, most of them dressed in 
pink and many wearing flashing rabbit ears and 
carrying glowsticks, took part in June’s night-time 
walk following a 10km route along’s Harlow’s 
network of cycle and footpaths. 

Such was the response that organisers have now 
decided to repeat the exercise, with June 20 
pencilled in as the date. And once again, the Star 
will be giving its support. 

Giles Wright, St Clare’s head of communications, 
said: “We are overwhelmed by how successful our 
first Midnight Walk was and by just how 
supportive the local community has been. 

“The huge total raised has helped us employ a 
new team which will be providing complementary 
therapies to patients of all ages who have life- 
limiting illnesses. 

“It costs us £2.5m a year to provide our specialist 
care to hundreds of local people and their 
families. Our care is provided free of charge but 
we only receive around 30 per cent from the 
NHS. It is because of those taking part in events 
such as the Midnight Walk that we are able to 
carry on helping people when they really need 
us.” 

Hospice event fundraiser Tracy Meale added: “We 
have had so many people who took part last year 
ask us when they can sign up for the next one and 
also tell us they are bringing a group of new 
people too! It’s great that we have been able to 
put on such a fun and different event for the town 
and one which has been so successful in raising 
much-needed funds. 

“Our work never stops and demand is likely to 
increase. We know we will need to grow and 
provide more care in order to help more people 
over the coming months.” 

Registration for next year’s walk will open at 
noon on March 12 and places are expected to be 
taken quickly. More details will be published in 
the Star and broadcast on Ten-17FM closer to the 
time. You can also check the hospice website at 
www.stclare-hospice. co. uk.

Space makeover 



MOST of you will have 
probably seen your 
mums and dads 
struggling to do a bit 
of DIY around the 
house, but imagine 
trying to carry out 
some home 
improvements 
in zero 
gravity! 

That was the 
task facing 
astronauts 
aboard the 
American space 
shuttle Endeavour 
when it arrived at 
the International Space 
Station, pictured right, last 
week. 

After they docked, the crew 
set about giving their living area 
an extreme make-over! Seven 
astronauts were on board to help 
deliver and install new ovens, a 
fridge, new kitchen units and an 
extra toilet and bathroom. 


During the 15-day 
mission they’ll also 
be building a new 
bedroom, giving 
rooms a fresh lick of 
paint and carrying 
out four spacewalks. 

At the end of all the work, it is 
hoped the new-look space 
station will have room to 
comfortably accommodate six 


astronauts instead of just three. 
The US space agency NASA 
says it wants to double the 
permanent crew at the station 
as early as next May. 

The latest flight is the fourth and 
final mission of 2008. 

Endeavour and its crew of 
intergalactic painters and 
decorators are due to return to 
Earth on Sunday.

Town's Gateway 
Project makes it 
to awards final 

A MULTI-million pound 
regeneration project to transform 
Harlow by freeing up land to make 
way for housing and sports 
facilities has been shortlisted for a 
national award. 

The Harlow Gateway project is 
transforming the town’s leisure 
scene by unlocking land for much- 
needed housing and sports 
development. 

It has been beaten hundreds of rival 
entries to make the final two in the 
Local Government Chronicle and 
Health Service Journal Sustainable 
Communities Awards 2009. 

The £50m scheme has already 
generated £1 lm in Government 
funding towards the provision of 
new homes, a new football 
stadium, athletics track and a world 
class community leisure centre, as 
well as regenerating playing pitches 
throughout the town. 

The £25m community sports and 
leisure centre, currently under 
construction in Second Avenue, has 
also been earmarked as a training 
facility for paralympians and 
Olympians in the run up to the 
2012 Olympics in London. 

A spokesman for the project said: 
“It is a tremendous achievement to 
get this far in a national awards 
process, particularly in view of the 
stiff competition in our chosen 
category. The Gateway project is an 
important scheme in the 
regeneration of Harlow and 
deserves to be recognised in this 
way.” 

The winner of the Creating A 
Lasting Legacy category will be 
announced at a ceremony on 
February 5 in London.

RUMOURS of an on-set feud between 
stars Reese Witherspoon and Vince 
Vaughn hardly echo the tidings of 
comfort and joy espoused by Seth 
Gordon’s romantic comedy. 

“We’ve just got to get through these four 
Christmases as quickly and painlessly as 
possible,” grimaces Witherspoon’s plucky 
heroine as she stares down the barrel of 
back-to-back celebrations with her divorced 
parents and the in-laws. 

By the end of the first act, we realise with 
mounting horror that director Gordon and his 
four screenwriters have no intention of granting 
her (and therefore us) that wish.

Witherspoon and Vaughn plaster on their fake 
smiles but don’t convince for a second as a 
blissfully happy couple. 

When the cracks appear, there’s almost a sense of 
relief that these two mismatched souls will go 
their separate ways. 

Of course, the screenwriters have other ideas, 
determined that this dull, festive ding-dong ends 


on a merry high, replete with a mawkish coda.

Rousing return to a changed Narnia 


THE CHRONICLES OF NARNIA: PRINCE 
CASPIAN 

(Walt Disney Studios Home Entertainment, PG, 
retail & rental) 

The Pevensie siblings Peter, Susan, Edmund and Lucy 
are summoned back to Narnia by a magical horn, 
only to discover that a year in their world equates to 
1,300 years passing in the magical kingdom. 

They’ve been called back by Prince Caspian (Ben 
Barnes), the heir to the Telmarine throne who has 
narrowly escaped an assassination attempt by his 
despicable uncle Miraz (Sergio Castellitto). 

Cair Paravel is now in ruins, the trees are ominously 
silent and many of the four-legged denizens of Narnia 
have lost the power of speech but, aided by the 
dwarves Trumpkin and Nikabrik, the sword-wielding 
mouse Reepicheep (drolly voiced by Eddie Izzard) 
and badger Trufflehunter, the youngsters and Caspian 
set out to restore peace to the kingdom. 

Prince Caspian confidently trumps its predecessor for 
thrills and intrigue, although it does lack a villain as 
strong as Tilda Swinton’s White Witch. 

Dashing newcomer Barnes is an attractive addition to 
the forces of good, capturing the internal conflict of 
vengeance-seeking orphan Caspian despite a shaky, 
adopted accent to align himself with his 
predominantly Spanish-speaking Telmarines. 

The acting chops of the four Pevensies still leaves 
much to be desired, but a cracking pace and 
excellent effects carry the day.

CAPTAIN EAGER AND THE MARK OF 
VOTH 

(ICA Films, PG, retail) 

Something of a curate’s egg, Captain Eager ... sets 
out to make a virtue of its no-budget effects as a 
homage to Golden Age sci-fi pulp characters such as 
Dan Dare and Flash Gordon. 

The titular hero (James Vaughn) with his crew Scrutty 
(Mark Heap) and long-lost love Jenny (Tamsin Grieg) 
are summoned in their rickety pre-metric spacecraft 
to foil a villain with megalomaniac ambitions. 

The film goes out of its way to make its special effects 
look as if they were thrown together on Blue Peter, 
with spaceships dangling on strings with sparklers for 
exhaust flares and futuristic cities composed of 
yoghurt pots and bits of old modelling kits. 

It’s gently amusing for the first few minutes but the 
novelty swiftly wears off until you’re left with a 
confusingly over-plotted script and a gaping black 
hole where all the jokes should be. 

Extras include Blast Off! The Making Of Captain 
Eager, Scamp The Rocket Dog - Space Experiment 
and a few bloopers.

WALL-E 

(Walt Disney Studios Home Entertainment, U, retail 
& rental) 

In the distant future, mankind evacuates Earth aboard 
giant cruiser spaceships belonging to the Buy-N-Large 
corporation, leaving behind an army of solar-powered 
droids to clean up continents of detritus. 



The last of these pint-sized mechanised creations, 
WALL-E (Waste Allocation Load Lifter Earth-Class), 
dutifully compacts all of the refuse into neat blocks, 
collecting any interesting artifacts of 21st century life 
to add to his personal collection. 

Out of the blue, a mysterious mothership touches 
down on the planet and spits out a sleek search-bot 
called EVE (Extra-terrestrial Vegetation Evaluator), 
who has been programmed to seek out flora on the 
third rock from the sun. What she discovers, however, 
is an out-dated load lifter with a lust for life. 

WALL-E is a magical, out of this world love story, 
distinguished by amazingly detailed visuals that 
astound and delight from blast-off. 

Director Andrew Stanton has created a masterpiece 
that tugs at the heartstrings and leaves viewers giddy 
with joy, every frame crafted with love and jaw- 
dropping attention to detail. 

The hysterical bonus short film Presto, chronicling the 
battle of wits between a turn-of-the-century magician 
and his cute stage bunny, is the icing on the cake.

THE X FILES: I WANT TO BELIEVE 

(Twentieth Century Fox Home Entertainment, 15, 
retail & rental) 

Convicted paedophile Father Joseph Crissman (Billy 
Connolly) experiences alarming visions of a 
kidnapping, then leads authorities to a severed limb 
buried in the snow. 

Agent Scully (Gillian Anderson), who now works as a 
physician at the Our Lady Of Sorrows Hospital, is 
called in and makes contact with former partner 
Mulder (David Duchovny). 


Mulder is fascinated by the clergyman’s claims that he 
channels premonitions from God but Scully remains 
sceptical, searching as ever for a rational explanation. 
The X-Files: / Want To Believe begins promisingly 
with the abduction of an FBI agent from her garage at 
night but struggles to sustain tension as its lead 
couple bicker over the validity of Father Joe’s claims. 
Fortunately, this slow-burning plot steps away from 
the intricate alien conspiracies which dominated the 
later TV series, but still feels insubstantial despite a 
spot of smouldering between Mulder and Scully. 
Second time around, X doesn’t quite hit the spot.

Arriving just in time to mark the 30th anniversary of 
Jeff Wayne’s landmark prog rock musical version of 
HG Wells’ tale of Martian invasion is this two-disc 
DVD of the live show it inspired. 

Filmed at Wembley in 2006, the film captures the 
technical ingenuity of the director David Mallet’s stage 
production, which incorporates a 48-piece string 
section, a 35ft fully operational Martian fighting 
machine and a 1 Oft tall floating head of Richard 
Burton as the narrator. 

The DVD comes with a special edition of the Wells 
novel, a 12-page collector’s edition booklet and 
postcard plus extra material including the featurettes 
Sculpting The Richard Burton Head, Animating The 
Martian Machines and Mars Comes To Wembley, 
rehearsal footage and interviews.

W E might think that 
we have grown up, 
but actually all we 
do is find new 

areas on which to project the 
same desires we had when we 
younger. 

One of those desires is to look 
good. Depending on when you 
grew up, that may in the past 
have meant flares and bell- 
bottoms, punk hair and ripped 
denim or a shell suit and basin 
cut. But for many in adulthood, 
the desire to look good is still 
reflected in their choice of car. 
Now is a great time for the 
image-conscious driver, as 
manufacturers clamber over 
each other to offer sensible, 
practical but sleek and desirable 
coupes. 

One of the more recent 
additions is the Renault Laguna 
Coupe. Using the same platform 
as the worthy Laguna five-door 
model is a good start, but the 
French manufacturer has pulled 
out all the stops to build on it 
with a stunning body that is 
clearly of Laguna stock but has 
the presence of a much more 
illustrious vehicle. 

It’s going to need that presence, 
because the Laguna Coupe is set 
to compete in a market that’s 
home to some highly desirable 
and well-established models. 
Although its sharp looks will

almost certainly be enough to 
carry it some considerable 
distance, the badge carries less 
desirability than some. To 
counter that, the Laguna has 
further tricks up its tailored 
and cuff-linked sleeve. 

Firstly, a new V6 diesel engine 
will join the two-diesel, two- 
petrol line-up shortly after the 
Coupe’s launch in the UK. With 
an impressive 235bhp and 
332lb/ft of torque it’s quite a 
unit, with tractor-like low-down 
pulling power and a sharp 
delivery to match its sharp 
lines. And there’s the four-wheel 
steer system for the top-of-the- 
range GT specification models. 
Back to the V6 diesel engine: 
Renault believes it will be one of 
the most popular choices for the 
UK market. Despite its 
impressive performance on 
paper, it still returns a decent 
fuel economy figure and offers a 
very refined driving experience 
when required. A 3.5-litre petrol 
unit is also available that’s 
naturally smoother, though not 
by much, along with smaller 
petrol and diesel. 

A six-speed automatic 
transmission is standard for the 
more powerful models — again 
catering to the GT aspirations. 


It offers a smooth change and 
works well with the torque- 
intense diesel unit on the 
motorway and in town, but on 
an open stretch of B-road it’s 
hard not to feel like you’re 
missing out without a manual 
box to stir. 

The engine’s low-down power is 
its downfall in this respect, as 
peak torque is achieved so early 
that the gearbox is often a step 
behind once the pace quickens. 
You can, of course, override the 
box with the up-and-down shift 
on the lever, which is more 
rewarding but requires a quick 
hand to make the most of the 
engine performance. 

More impressive is Renault’s 
4Control chassis, which uses a 
powerful actuator on the rear 
axle to control the wheel angle, 
improving manoeuvrability at 
low speed and stability at high 
speed. The reduced steering 


lock required to manoeuvre is 
instantly noticeable, but the 
other differences are less 
apparent until you begin to 
drive the Laguna Coupe with 
more purpose. 

It’s extremely forgiving, 
allowing the driver to get away 
with control inputs that would 
destabilise a car without the 
system. 

While it would be silly to treat 
the model’s stability as carte 
blanche to drive like a fool, it’s 
reassuring to know that should 
you need to brake sharply 
halfway around a corner, the 
system is capable of preventing 
a loss of control. 

The Laguna Coupe’s interior is 
less inspiring than its exterior, 
but is still very comfortable and 
refined. Seating for four makes 
it less practical than its sister 
models, but there’s a respectable 
amount of room despite the 


decreased height and sloping 
roof line. The boot is also well 
sculpted with a recessed hinge 
mechanism that shows real 
thought has been put into the 
design. 

Up front, there’s less creative 
thinking on show. Material 
quality is good and the general 
ergonomics are excellent, with 
audio controls behind the wheel 
and navigation controls falling 
easily to hand behind the gear 
selector, but elsewhere there’s 
only a hint of additional 
detailing to make the interior 
feel special, although 
aluminium trim is a nice touch. 
A rounded package in more 
than just bodyshape, the Laguna 
Coupe’s impressive styling and 
performance should be enough 
to have the more premium 
contenders looking over their 
shoulders, even if it’s just for 
design tips.
